Helgoland* w as originally a Banish possession, but it was taken 


over by England in 1807, and confirm ed to Great Britain by the treaty 


of ISI I. 
T he English did little in th** way of m aking the island a 


strateg ic point, and the average Englishm an scarcely knew that such 


an island existed until the announcem ent of its tran sfer to Germany in 


1890 brought out a storm of disapproval. 
In England the value et 


H elgoland as a naval station w as strongly insisted upon by many 


w riters, and Lord Salisbury w as bitterly criticized for m aking the 


tran sfer. 
T he H elgolanders them selves were also clam orous in their 


opposition to the change, but the w ishes of a few fisherm en and pilots 


w ere not perm itted to weigh in a m a tte r affecting the w elfare of 


em pires. 
In tak in g possession of lite island the kaiser issued a proclamation 


in Which he prom ised to look a fte r the w elfare of the people, and 


announced that a1) living m ales would he exem pt from eompulsory 


m ilitary and naval service. 
The fear that they would be forced into
